14. Two Prieſts in Surplices with two Golden Crofles. 

Laſtly, The Pope in a lofty glorious Pageant, repreſenting a Chair of 
State, covered with Scarlet, the Chair richly Embroidered arid Fringed, 
and bedeck'd with Golden Balls and Croſſes 3 -At his Feet 2 Cyſbion of State; 
and two Boys in Surplices with White Silk Banners, and Bloody Crucifixes 
and Daggers, with an Incenſe-Pot before them, Cenſirg his Holineſs, who 
was atrayed in a ſplendid Scarlet Gown, lined through with Erzrin, and 
richly daubed with Gold and Silyer Lace, on his Head a Tripple. Crown of 
Gold, and a glorious Collar of Gold and precious Stones, St. Peters Keys, 
a number of Beads, Agnus Dei's, and other Catholick Trumpery. At his 
back, his Holineſſes Privy Counſellor. ( The degraded Seraphim) Anglice 
the Devil, trequently Careſling, Hugging, and Whiſpering him, and oft- 
times in:tructing him aloud to deſtroy His Majeſty ; to torge a Proteſtant 
Plot, and to Fare the City again, to which purpoſe he held an Infernal Torch 
in his hand. X TS 

| The whole Proceſſion was attended With 150 Flambequs and Lights, by 
Order, but ſo many wore came in Voluntiers, as made up ſortie thouſdrids. 
| Never were the Balcories, Windows and Houſes more numeroiiſly Lized, 

or the Streets cloſer thronged with Multitydes of People, all expreflirij 
their Abhorrence of Popery with continual Shouts and Exclamations, ſo 
that 'tis modeſtly computed, thatim the whole progreſs, 'there conld hot 
be fewer than Two hundred thouſand Speftators. ed, + 

Thus with a {ow and ſolemn State they proceeded to Temple-Bar,where. 
with innumerable ſwarms the Houſes ſeemed to be converted into heaps of 
Men, and Women, and Children, for whoſe diverfion there were there 
provided preat variety of Excellent Fireworks. 

Temple-Barr being fince its Rebuilding, adorned with ” ſtately Stq- 
| ##es,viz. Thoſe of Queen Elizabeth and King James on the inward, or 

Eaſtern ſide frontingthe City, and thofe of King Charles the Firſt of Blef- 
ſed Memory, and our-preſent Gracious Sovereign ( whom God in mercy 
to thele Nations long preſerve) on the ourfide, facing towards Weſtzrin- 
fter 3, and the Statue of Queen Elzabeth) inregard to the day, havitng on 
a Crown of Guilded Laurel, add-in her hand a Golden Shield, with this 
Motto inſcribed —- THE PROTESTANT RELIGION 
AND MAGNA CHART 4, and Flambeau's placed before it5 The 
Pope being brought up near. thereumo, the following Song ( alluding 
to the —- As of thoſe Statues) was ſung in parts, between one repre- 
icnting The Englih Cardinal, and others aftingthe People.
